In Chicago, a series of heavy 
selling waves sent grain futures 
contracts to new lows for the last 
year Or more on the Board of 
Trade today. In the sharpest one- 
day loss since the current decline 
got under way late last summer, 
wheat at one time was down 5 
cents, corn and oats 6 cents, -rye 
4% cents and soybeans 6% cents 
a bushel.

MOSCOW, Feb. 6 (AP)—Pravda 
reported today that state security 
police have arrested three men 
and a woman, all Soviet. citizens, 
on charges of spying and alleged 
that the United States Intelli- 
génce Service had _ especially 
trained one of the men for espio- 
nage.

’ T. A. Sas, “an agent schooled 
for spying by Americans in Ger- 
many.” 


S. D. Gurevich, 
Trotskyite.” 

E. A. Taratuta, a woman for- 
merly employed by the Soviet 
Union’s Academy of Sciences. 

K. F. Romanov, a former school 
teacher who once tried to steal 
from a cartel. 


Pravda said all four had passed 
secrets to foreign governments. 
Their activities, the paper said, 
makes it evident “that foreign 
intelligence services use as agents 
all kinds of criminals. and rotten 
elements.” 

The paper called again for in- 
tense vigilance against Soviet 
enemies. It backed its spy charges 
with this account of what had 
taken place: 

Sas, a Soviet railway worker 
during World War II, deserted to 
the Germans and reported to the 
Gestapo on other Soviet citizens, 
two of whom -were hanged on 
his testimony. . 

After the war, the Americans 
enlisted him ingtheir service and 
“after having completed a special 
school he was sent back by Ameri- 
can intelligence into the U.S.S.R. 
as a repatriate.” 

Romanov was arrested trying to 
hand over information to foreign 
intelligence. He was also accused 
of embezzling a large amount of 
money in Vilno from a “strength” 
cartel. 

Gurevich lived In the United 
States from 1914 to 1917 and re- 
turned to Russia after the Bolshe- 
vik revolution, the newspaper 
said. He became frieadly with 
followers of Leon Trotsky (who 
was exiled from Russia following 
a break with Premier Joseph 
Stalin) while in the United States.

No Need for Diversions. 


Members of the civic improve- 
ment sponsoring committee have 
pointed out that permanent earn- 
ings tax revenues, estimated at 
$7,000,000 to $7,500,000 a year, 
would enable the city to restore 
money. diverted from the bond 
fund, and there would be no need 
for subsequent diversions. When 
this is done, a new $100,000,000 
improvement bond issue could be: 
serviced without any increase in 
general property taxes. 

City Counselor James E. Crowe 
said he was not prepared at this 
time to pass on the legal ques- 
tions involved in the ear-marking 
proposal. But he said the plan 
would control the use, of funds 
without regard to operating or 
bond needs, and might be in con- 
flict with certain constitutional 
requirements, 

The city counselor added, how- 
ever, that the proposal indicated 
legislators recognize that St.

One justification advanced for 
the suggestion that a permanent 
earnings tax be earmarked for 
capital improvements .is that it 
might forestall a political battle 
on the bill.

The grayish-brown bird, about 
as friendly as a hawk ever gets, 
spent two weeks in the classroom 
of biology teacher, Rex Conyers. 
After Christmas, it was taken 
home by 15-year-old Jim Nibeck, 
1251 Hafner place, University 
City.

The second risk is that the Europeans may 
react negatively, as all people sometimes do, to 
being pushed around. Probably Mr. Dulles’ 
bark as conveyed in American headlines is a 
good deal sharper than his bite as actually ap- 
plied at the conference table. Nevertheless 
Europeans who regard their own burdens as 
proportionately heavier than ours can take only 
so much lecturing from across the water. 2 

They have been under the impression that 
American aid was given in the first place be- 
cause Europe's recovery and Europe’s defensive 
strength were important to American security. 
When Mr. Dulles gives them the impression 
instead that our aid is a dispensable favor which 
can be withdrawn if our own ideas of European 
unity are not adopted, they may tend to’look 
more kindly on neutralism as their salvation 
than they have done up to now. 

There is another possibility. This is that, 
since Mr. Dulles so vehemently requests a ges- 
ture, the Europeans may give him a gesture— 
some meaningless token which he can take to 
Congress under the label of “unity,” but which 
in substantial reality does not represent unity 
at all. For example, the French have promised 
Mr. Dulles that they will hasten to ratify the 
defense treaty—just as soon as they have added 
a few modifications. If the modifications chip 
away the basic idea of an international defensé 
force, then we shall only be deluding ourSelves 
by continuing to think that such a force is what 
we are driving at. 

Here some real “re-thinking” needs to be 
done. If nch and German fears cannot be 
reconciled hin a genuinely international de- 
fense arrangement, what is the practical alter- 
native? To say that we Americans pick up our 
marbles and go home is no answer. We cannot 
do that now, any more than we could after 1945, 
because Western Europe's security is bound up 
with American security. 

In Bonn, Secretary Dulles to his great credit 
re . another alternative—revival of a na- 
ti German army. It is rearmament within 
a European defense community or not at all. 
This is an admirable stand on a sound principle, 
but it would be well to be thinking about what 
happens if the principle cannot be carried out.

Paul Hoffman’s Resignation 

A question mark hangs over the news that 
Paul G. Hoffman has resigned as president and 
trustee of the Ford Foundation and will return 
to the Studebaker Corp, as board chairman. 

Mr. Hoffman has headed the $500,000,000 
charitable trust for just two years. Considering 
the great opportunity which that foundation has 
to influence the direction of American life for 
the good of us all it seems unlikely that he 
would leave work so important without strong 
reason, 

Mr. Hoffman is precisely the kind of sound, 
informed and steadfast citizen whose qualities 
are needed in the management of a great foun- 
dation. Let it be hoped that his departure is 
in no way a consequence of the recent badgering 
that the foundations took at the hands of the 
Cox committee of Congress. 
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The CIO and the Index 

President Eisenhower’s order to continue the 
old cost of living index for six months has not 
changed the fundamentals of the situation in- 
volving wage contracts based upon that index. 

The old index, after months of Government 
warnings, expired with the end of the year. The 
new index, which is a more accurate reflection 
of actual living costs because it is based on 
postwar buying habits, was to go into effect in 


- January. When the automobile manufacturers 


and the railroad unions asked that the old one 
be retained, the Administration complied—for 
six months more. — 

This may permit March 1 adjustments of esca- 
lator clauses to be made on the basis of the old 
statistics, but the auto makers and auto workers 
will have to do some time what they should have 
done before now—get together and agree on a 
formula for applying the new index to their 
contracts. Given good faith on both sides, this 
should not be impossible. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics hag prepared elaborate tables to facili- 
tate conversion of the new index into terms of 
the old where necessary. 

Walter Reuther is right when he says that this 
question of converting to the new index is “a 
collective bargaining matter and can be settled 
only at the collective bargaining table.” But the 
bargaining en this one point could be facilitated 


if he were not using it as a lever for his effort 
to reopen other clauses of a five-year contract 
which still has more than two years to run.

With a 15-to0 vote of approval in the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee for James Bryant 
Conant as High Commissioner to Germany, there’ 
can hardly now be any serious opposition to the 
appointment on the Senate floor.

When the Velde committee rolls out 
its pitch buckets, teachers and editors and many 
others may well wish that James Bryant Conant 
were here to lead in turning them back. 
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Cleanup, With Politics 

Attorney General Herbert: Brownell has bold 
plans for strengthening the Justice Department, 
so it can take charge of cleaning up what his 
party termed “the mess in Washington.” Yet 
Mr. Brownell’s plans already seem entangled 
with politics.

in St. Louis, is to be removed in a patronage 
shake-up. Such moves are common after changes 
in administrations. But they do not represent 
the best way of “cleaning up” 

An article in U.S. News & World Report tells 
how Mr. Brownell plans to choose Justice De- 
partment lawyers on a basis of merit, so far as 
possible. He will require district attorneys to 
devote full time to their duties. He will hegin 
a recruitment program to attract top-notch men. 

District Attorney Robertson has already ac- 
complished some similar objectives on a local 
basis. He has gathered an able staff and com- 
piled a good’record. His office has had to face 
such important cases as those of James Finnegan 
and Fred Saigh. 

Moreover, Mr. Robertson’s term in office still 
has several years to run. But Republican spokes- 
men in the Justice Department are said to be- 
lieve that district attorneys, not being under 
civil service protection, can be removed without 
cause. 

The Robertson case is mentioned only as an 
example of the workings of politics. Mr. Rob- 
ertson, a Democrat, is no doubt used to that. 
But if the new Attorney General in Washington 
were able to decide matters purely on a basis of 
merit, he would probably retain district attor- 
neys of good record. 

Investigations have shown that political in- 
fluences have caused much trpuble in the Jus- 
tice Department. The previous Attorney Gen- 
eral, James P. McGranery, had to do consider- 
able cleaning up himself. And he recommended 
putting district attorneys under civil service. 

This action may be a lot to expect of a patron- 
age-hungry party. Certainly the Democrats 
showed little enthusiasm for it when they held 
the reins. But the proposal stands as a sound 
recommendation for doing what Mr. Brownell 
plans. to do in building up his department.

Citations go to them for becoming better places to live as a result 
of alert citizen action; Baltimore rehabilitated slums, Brookfield 
led way to city manager law, Minneapolis restored its schools; 
these and other successes honored by National Municipal League. 


Condensed From Look 


Eleven American cities today are far 
better places than they were a ago. 

The achievements of these cities are be- 
ing recognized this year by Look and the 
National Municipal League, an influential 
citizens’ organization working for better 
government. The 11 municipalities have 
been named the All-America Cities of 1952. 

Citizen’action leading to bettered condi- 
tions in the winning cities earned the 
awards. Dr. George Gallup, director of the 
American Institute of Public Opinion and 
foreman of the selection jury, explained: 

“The citations are given not for good 
government or effieient municipal admin- 
istration or some specific improvement but 
rather on the basis of energetic, purpose- 
ful, intelligent citizen effort.” 

Here are the. cases for five of the 
winning cities: 


Baltimore 


Back in the 1930s, a pretty young Smith 
College graduate spent a year prowling 
Wards 5 and 10 in Baltimore’s worst slums. 
The city’s politicians paid little attention at 
the time. But Frances Morton took notes 
on the number of outdoor privies, the chil- 
dren bitten by rats, the high disease rate. 

Miss Morton, who comes from a well-to- 
do Baltimore family, went back to New 
York School of Social Work and took hon- 
ors with her graduate thesis entitled, 
sAarors the Falls-way, or a Study of Wards

Her cause was taken up by Clark Hobbs, 
then associate editor of the Baltimore 
Evening Sun. His humorous and sarcastic 
articles, framing shocking photographs of 
blighted areas, stung his readers. 

The result of all this, after much work 
by citizens’ committees and city officials, 
was the Baltimore Plan, a now-famous, 
much copied slum-eradication-and-preven- 
tion program. . x 

One hundred square blocks had been re- 
habilitated by the beginning of 1952, when 
a 27-block “pilot” neighborhood area was 
attacked along the same lines. Morale has 
gone up and landlords once again take 
pride. Geraniums have begun to grow 
where tin cans were before. 


Brookfield, Ill. 


Brookfield, a village of 13,000 persons, 
owed more than $738,000 and had less than 
$3000 in the bank. Fifty-seven per cent of 
its water, purchased at high rates from the 
City of Chicago, was being lost because of 
leaky water mains. 


Since the law did not permit Brookfield 
to go bankrupt, the citizens had to find an- 
other solution. The council, spurred by an 
organized citizens’ group that has stayed 
on the job ever since, finally named a vil- 
lage manager. 

Within one year, Brookfield had cut its 
water purchases one third and saved more 
than $30,000 

Other sources of lost revenue were un- 
covered. Within four years, Brookfield’s 
debts were down 36 per cent, municipal 
Salaries wege up, taxes had not been 
boosted and the water department was now 
charging for 80 per cent instead of 43 per 
cent of the water bought from Chicago. 

* But Brookfield’s crowning achievement 
was the example it set for other 

.cities in the 38-year-old fight to permit all 
of the state's municipalities to adopt the 
council-manager plan. The State Chamber 
of Commerce told of Brookfield’s accom-

ment in a pamphlet. This pamphlet was an 
important factor in influencing the Illinois 
Legislature to pass a law permitting cities 
under 500,000 population to adopt council- 
manager government at the polls,

the damage, Civic groups did not wait for 
the harried city administration to repair 
the damaged basement of the Community 
Building but did the job themselves. 


As the cleanup work, progressed, it be- 
came apparent that blighted areas re- 
mained that were beyond rehabilitation. 
A bond issue was passed enabling the city 
to buy the properties at pre-flood prices. 
This permitted residents of the area to re- 
locate in more desirable areas. 
“ Eighteen months after the flood had re- 
ceded, Manhattan was indeed a new city. 


Minneapolis 

The schools of Minneapolis were in poor 
shape after World War II with overcrowd- 
ed classrooms, leaky plumbing, paint peel- 
ing from walls. 

Morale was low. Many parents indicated 
_they were just marking time until sthey 
could move to the suburbs, where new 
sehools were rising every few months. 


The Citizens Committee on Public Edu- 
cation, which had been working for better 
schools since 1934, tackled the problem on 
two fronts. On the financial front, it or- 
ganized a committee that sold’ Minneapolis 
voters on the need for a school-tax in- 
crease. 


Then the Citizens Committee turned to 
the city council and urged the borrowing 
of. school-building funds. The committee 
was successful: A new school is under con- 
struction and other schools are being en- 
larged and modernized. 


On the morale front, the committee spon- 
sored a Modern School day in 1950. Some 
50,000 persons came to see what the schools 
were doing. Last year, the committee did 
even better. It 1 ee plae a Citizens School 
week in which 100,000 persons participated. 
Each of the city’s teachers was pre- 
sented with an orchid &nd an apple. Each 
teacher was invited to dine out with

School week ended with the parents con- 
vinced that their schools weren't sotbad 
after all and with the teachers convinced 
that somebody appreciated them. 


Newburgh, N.Y. 


Newburgh was just another financially 
troubled city in 1950 when its city. council 
decided to impose a 2 per cent retail sales 
tax. Business immediately started shifting 
to non-taxed communities nearby. And de- 
spite the new tax, many nfunicipal serv-- 
ices were still inadequate. 

A few months later, a group of citizens 
decided to take inventory, and see what 
was wrong. They organized the Newburgh 
Tax Commission and gave thousands of 
hours to survey every phase of city gov- 
ernment, A newly elected city council re- 
pealed the sales tax and installed an ex- 
pert administrator as city manager. The 
1952 budget was $214,000 less than the

Mr 
Grierson lacks Forster’s poetical imagina- 
tion and exquisite subtlety of characteriza- 
tion. Nevertheless, Grierson dis 
plays a profound knowledge of the char-

Conventional enough in treatment, his 
novel has benefited from recent develop- 
ments in fiction: his narrative, as British- .

DEFLATION TREND 
IN ASIA-IS NOTED 
IN REPORT BY U.N. 


The New Tribune- Post-Dispatch 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Feb. 
6—Production in Asian countries 
continued to increase last year 
but there is a noticeable turn 
toward deflation in that area, a 
United Nations survey reported 


The U.N.’s “Economic Survey 
of Asia and the Far East” for 
1952 said the production advance 
was “uneven,” that the volume 
per capita is still below pre- 
World War II levels, and that 
“there were signs of a slowing 
down of the pace in two of the 
main centers of manufacturing” 
—Japan and India. 

The report found there was a 
“large expansion” of economic 
activity in Communist China last 
year, but this, appeared to be an 
assumption based upon produc- 
tion forecasts made by 
Peiping government in 1950 and 
the report carried no evidence 
that these goals were reached 
last year. . 

The deflationary trend in Asia, 
the report says, was caused by a 
decline in demands from abroad 
for raw materials—the main ex- 
port items of the area—which re- 
sulted in a “sharp worsening” in 
the terms of trade of all but the 
rice-exporting countries. The ex- 
port decline has affected purchas- 
ing power, which has not kept 
pace with the increase in produc- 
tion of goods for domestic con-

RK is the chief joy of life. By work in this sense, I 
mean the self-directed creative work that is the expres- 
tion of a deep desire to make something useful or 
beautiful. 

In our honest effort to protect American boys and girls 
from the exploitation of unscrupulous employers, we are likely 
to fall into another error, almost as dangerous to the welfare 
of our children. We don’t do enough to teach them to use 
their hands. We send them to school until they are young 
men and women and while they are there we offer them 
nothing like work, essential work of life, work that must be 
done with hands.

MANY PERSONS in this country Jabored hard in their 
youth and the memory of those days makes them determined 
that no child of theirs shall suffer the same hardship. Their 
child shall have an easy job; wear good clothes and be a leader 
in his field with others working for him. 

Nothing could be more stultifying to children, many of. 
whom inherit ability to work with their hands. Hands are 
allied to intelligence. All ideas must, jn the end, be worked 
out with hands, Trained skillful hands are an integral part 
of intelligence. A surgeon, a musician, a physician, a dentist— 
all must work out their scheme of life with their hands. Yet 
hands receive scant attention in our schools. 

The child in the kindergarten insists on using his hands 
and is allowed to do so within the limits of the program, 
but thereafter he devotes his time and thought to mental 
accomplishments. I am not belittling that. They are funda- 
mental to all education, and must be taught soundly. , But, 
along with them, should go activity, the doing of things, the 
creation of things so that the thought uppermost in the child's 
mind may be expressed, as it ought to be, in terms of creative 
work. .

IT 1S NOT WORK for work's sake that I praise, but 
work for the soul’s sake, for the relief of tensions, for the 
satisfaction of the spirit. Performing work that stirs the mind 
will make for sound mental health. A thought*that dwells 
in the mind without being released often will do harm. That 
is the basis for therapeutic work. My notion about it is that. 
by giving school children opportunities for using both their 
minds and their hands, it may prevent tensions that cause - 
mental ills. 
Too much sitting, listening, reading and writing without 
outlets in action in other work, is what makes school a sad 
experience for many boys and girls.
